Gamblers, dealers, and gambling devices 
crowded the patrol wagons of the West Side 
po.._e stations last night in the largest raid 
the district has known in years. The resort 
of Robert Thomas, 809 West Lake street, 
known as the ‘‘ Needmore club,”’ was raided 
under direct orders of Inspector Shea by 
policemen of the Desplaines Street Station, 
although the gambling-house is in the terri- 
tory supposed to be guarded by the Lake 
Street Station.

_ . Over a Hundred Men Arrested. 
Although the police of the Lake Street Bta- 
tion had been unable te find gambling in op-: 
eration the detectives of the Desplaines 
Street Station arrested —— than 100 people. 
Dice, marked “ crap "’ tables, and other tm- 
plements used in the three crap games in op- 
eration at the time of the raid were taken, 
and the wagons of the Desplaines Street, 
Warren Avénie, and Lake Street Stations 
made ten trips to the resort before the last 
prisoner was removed. Mee 

The police were under the command of Ser- 
geant O'Malley and at 10:30 p. m. Detectives 
Mills, Keene; Keough, and Brennan entered 
the place through the front door, while De- 
tectives Bullin, Fitzmaurice, Mylvihill, and 
Dempsey guarded the rear entrance. The 
appearance of the policemen caused a panic 
among the inmates and a rush was made for 
the rear which was checked by the revolvers 
of the police. 
' Despite the threats of the detectives sev- 
eral of the frightened players dashed past 
them and escaped. The gambiing-house, 
which also is used as a dance hall, is an annex 
to a two-story frame building, and several of 
the mén fled to the attic of the place, where 
they were captured by the police. 


Clubs Balk Attempted Rescue. 

One colored man after making an ineffec- 
tual attempt to lift a window sash, pulled 
his hat closely over his head, and, using the 
latter as a battering ram, broke through 
the window and escaped Inanalley. Outside 
a large crowd of sympathizers of the cap- 
tured inmates had gathered, and the clubs 
of the police were used several times to beat 
back those who sought to rescue the pris- 
oners. 

Before the arrival of the second wagon 
load many well known politicians had ap- 
peared at the Desplaines Street Station and 
announced their willingness to sign the bail 
bonds of the prisoners. ‘ 

The “ Needmore club” {fs ostensibly a so- 
cial organization, and among ite members 
are many of the well known Democratic 
leaders of the district. Policemen of the 
Lake Street Station complain that on many 
occasions their warnings to the proprietor 
to subdue the noise or stop the games in 
the place have been laughed at and the 
declaration made that his place was “ under 
protection.”

‘tntervening in these federal suits. If the faise 
arguments which its representatives have 
made before the State board are desired to 
be repeated in the federal court to sustain the 
order of Judge Thompson, they should be 
kept out of the court.”’ 


Mayor Harrison was out of town yester- 
day and Corporation Counsel Walker had lit- 
tie to say about Mr. Smith’s contentions.

Steel Plate Broken, but Only by Force. 


of Shot and Weight of.Projectile, the. 
Explosion of Gun Cotton Having No 
Apparent: Effect—Heavy Charge of 
Powder Used and Officers Give In- 
ventor Every Possible Chance to 
Make Good Claims. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]. 
New York, Nov. 16.—[Special.]—Two more’ 
trials at Sandy Hook today only served to 
accentuate the complete failure of the Gath- 


‘mann ‘shell. Mr. Gathmann has failed to 


demonstrate his theory that‘a large mass of 
gun cotton exploded on the outside of a bat- 
tleship fwould sink it. | 
The great 44-foot gun was fired again at 
the same armor plate which was unsuccess- 
fully attacked yesterday by a Gathmann 
shell. The second shot made less impression 
than the first one. The shot yesterday dished 
the plate and drove off a saucer-like scale an 
inch or two in depth. 
The shot this morning, after Gathmann 
had corrected what he asserted were mis- 
takes in pacKing the shell, made no dent in 
the armor plate. There was scarcely a 
blackening of the plate to-show where it 
struck.” The‘plate itself was thrown to 
side, so thatthe, right-hand edgp was . 
two feet ta the rear of its normal position. 
This was plainly the result of the impact of 
Gun Cotton Leaves No Mark. 

So far as.could be observed the explosion 
of the gun cotton at no time had much effect 


on the plate. | 
The effect of the shot was manifestly less 


than would have resulted from the impact 


of a solid 12-inch shot going at the same 


velocity, which was about 1,700 feet a second. 
In the opinion of -the experts the first shot

BLOW TRAIN FROM TRAGK 


ROBBERS WRECK NORTHERN CEN- 


Dynamite Piaced on Roadbed Near 
York, Pa., and Engine Running For- 
ty-five Miles an Hour Is Lifted Into 
the Air—Cars Dragged 200 Feet on 
Ties, but the 100 Passengers Escape 
Injury, Although They Are Hurled 
from Their Berths. i 


York, Pa., Nov. 16.—[Special.]—The South- 
Western express on the Northern Central 
| railway, rushing on towards Pittsburg at 
forty-five miles an hour, was wrecked by a 
| charge of dynamite placed on the tracks by 
|train robbers late last night. The engine 
|}and three coaches, filled with sleeping pas- 
sengers, were derailed and dragged 200 feet 
along the ties before the engine stopped. 

Not one of the passengers or trainmen was. 
hurt, but for a time there was a wild panic 
in the four sleeping cars. Men and women 
were hurled from their berths into the aisles 
and fought to escape. 

The dynamite tore a great hole in the road- 

bed, ripped up three feet of the rails, blew 
the headlight off the engine, wrecked the 
windows, and’ shattered the trucks under 
the: cars. 
The scene of the attempt was near Black 
’ Ridge, in one of the loneliest stretches on the 
Northern Central. The dynamite was placed 
|} on the track at a spot where the railroa# 
' swings around at the base of high hills and 
skirts Codorus Creek. It is the wildest coun- 
try between Harrisburg and Baltimore. 


Have Clew to Dynamiters. 
 ° ‘The officials of the road have been at work 
all day and dozens of detectives are follow- 
ing clews. Late this afternoon it was an- 
nounced that a clew had been discovered 
and that it is probable arrests will be made 
before the day is over. ‘ 

‘The police officials advance the theory that 
the robbers set the dynamite for the Buffalo 
express, which is said to carry considerable 
money, but ¢hat the train passed over the 
charge without exploding it. 

The Southwestern express left Washing- 
ton at 8:45 last night and was due in Pitts- 
burg early this morning. It was composed 
of four sleeping cars, containing over fifty. 
persons; a day coach, which was well filled; 
a combination car, and an express car. The 
train reached York at 10:40 p. m., on time, 
and pulled out for Harrisburg, the next stop. 


Engineer Tells of Wreck. 


The engineer says he was looking out of his 
window when he felt the engine lurch heav- 
ily, almost roll over, and heard a sharp ex- 
plosion, followed by a shower of glass, 

The train lurched and staggered along, 
threatening every second to roll down the 
bank into Codorus Creek. The engineer 
etuck to his post and managed to stop the 
train. 

Meantime the coaches were scenes of wild- 
est confusion, but the porters and trainmen 
managed to get the passengers quieted down 
after the train was stopped. 

When it was discovered that the wreck had 
been caused by dynampte and that the object 
was robbery the male passengers talked of 
organizing a posse to scour the mountains 
in the vicinity, but the scheme was aban- 
doned because of the darkness and unfamil- 
larity with the sunrounding country. 


Detectives on the Scene. 
Messages were sent to headquarters at 

Philadelphia, and from there the warning 
was flashed to all surrounding cities. 

It is believed that the wreckers, seeing 
their attempt had resulted in failure, fled at 
once and ‘found a’safe harbor in one of the 
nearby cities before daybreak. 

Superintendent Knapp and a force of Phil- 
adelphia detectives have been at work at the 
scene of the wreck and In neighboring towns 
all day, and claim they are on the track of 
the guilty persons.

Helen Borcherdt Found Dead 
in Her. Home by Her 
Sweetheart. 


LEAVES HIM A LETTER. 


Declares She Has no. Wish to 
Live; Turns on Gas Stove 
in Room, 


WILLIAM BALLENBERG HELD 


When William Ballenberg called on Miss 
Helen Borcherdt at 28 East Forty-seventh 
street last night he found her stretched-on 
the floor dead. Gas was pouring from a gas 
stove which had been turned on, but not 
lighted. 

In the room was a note to Ballenberg sa@y- 
ing the girl had died for love of him. From 
the text Miss Borcherdt evidently thought 
her sweetheart would arrive before she died.: 
Perhaps she expected to be revived. In this 
she miscalculated. When he broke in the 
door she was dead. 

Ballenberg told the police he had not quar- 
reled with the girl and could not explain her 
act. He will be held till after the Coroner’s 
inquest tomorrow. 


She Writes Him to Call. 

Miss Borcherdt occupied a fiat in the Forty- 
seventh street building, ‘renting all but two 
of the rooms. During the day Ballenberg 
says he received a note from Miss Borcherdt, 
telling him to call on her at8 p.m. He met 
her last September, and they had been good 
friends, he calling on her nearly every night. 
He did not call on Friday, and this, he said, 
— hy the girl wrote to him to call last 


ht. 
When he reached the t there was 
no answer to his ring. door was locked 
and he detected the odor of gas escaping. 
Ballenberg tried to force the door, but it 
was too heavy. Then he ran to the rear door 
and, hurling himself against it, crushed a 
way into the flat. The air was deadly with 
the fumes of gas. He threw open the win- 
dows, then hurried into the front room. 
‘Phere stretched on the floor was 
Borcherdt. Near her lay a ietter, as it 
had fluttered from her hand when she lost 
consciousness. Ballenberg tried to revive 
her, then, seeing his efforts were vain, called 
a physician. A glance told the medical man 
the girl was dead. The police were called 
then and removed the body to Bilger’s under- 
-taking rooms at 6133 Lake avenue. 


Girl Suicide’s Last Letter. 


The note of Ballenberg was long and ram- 
bling culminated in a poetical postscript. 
In it was as follows: . 

*“ Saturday—My Dear Billy: I hope you 
will forgive me for what I have done, but 
it seems to me I have lost everything I had 
in this world. I loved you more than you 
thought I did. You are the first and you 
shall be the last man I ever loved. I never 
was in love before... My heart seems to be 
broken, and this was all there was for me 
to do, 

‘ My last thoughts are for you. Never try 
to break a girl’s heart again. Destroy this 
note and leave me as soon as you can end 
you will not get mixed up in thisaffair. - 

“I must close now, and will remain for- 
ever your Helen.” .

SHOWS. LESSON IN BOER WAR. 


French Expert Makes Comparative 
Statement of Effect of Modern and 
Old-Fashioned Bullets.

PARIS, Nov. 16.—Among the military men 
great interest is taken in an article in the 
current number of the Nouvelle Review set- 
ting forth the lessons derived from the 
Transvaal war. The author is Captain Gil- 
bert, formerly of the French staff and a 
recognized authority at the war school and 
whose death was announced last week. Cap- 
tain Gilbert shows the Boer army never ex- 
ceeded 88,000 men and seventy guns, many of 
old model, against a British force of 250,000 
men and 450 guns and machine guns. But 
the most valuable lesson deducted by Cap- 
tain Gilbert is that for 1,000 men hit with 
bullets df ‘the Mauser rifle of 7.07 millime- 
ters calibre, with which the Boers are armed, 
220 were wounded mortally, and of these 
175 were killed instantly and forty-five sur- 
vived a few days. ; 

Fewer Dead than in 1870. 

During the war of 1870, on tke contrary, 
for 1,000 men hit by Chassepot bullets 248 
were mortally wounded, of whom 153 were 
killed instantly, while ninety-five survived 
several days, the conclusion being that the 
modern :rifles caused fewer mortal wounds 
than the rifles used in the Franco-German 
war of 1870, and that these mortally wounded 
die quicker than those mortally wounded by 
Chassepot rifle bullets. 

Another conclusion {is that soldiers slight- 
ly wounded by Mauser bullets are able to re- 
join their regiments much sooner than the 
men slightly: wounded by Chassepot bullets 
in 1870.

Representative Hopkins is quoted as say-

If be conserv 
atism to keep on violating the implied 
pledges made to the people that the taxes 
levied by the act “to provide ways and 
“means to meet war expenditures ” should 
be repealed when war expenditures ceased, 
then Mr. Hopkins is “ conservative ”; other- 
wise not. 

Some of these taxes were repealed early 
this year, but, thanks to those still in force, 
the revenues of the goveri t have ex- 
ceeded its expenditures by $30,000,000 since 
July 1 last. There will be for the fiscal 
year a surplus of $80,000,000. This surplus 
is withdrawn from the clidhitela of trade 
and commerce, and to get some of it back 
.Into those channels the Secretary of the 
Treasury has to buy government bonds at 
a high premium. | 

it Mr. Hopkins’ policy is adopted the ro- 
maiming war taxes never will be taken off 
until a political day of judgment comes 
when the people feel the weight of taxus 
they do not feel now.

The political fortunes of Lorimer and 
Hopkine—and they make a strong team in 
the dairy districte—are now linked together. 
They have forthed a copartnership, and 
whatever helps one will help the other. If 
Hopkins should be elected Senator Lorimer 
will win a tremendous victory. The people 
of Illinois cannot get this idea into their 
heads too soon, and cannot cling to it too 
tenaciously when it has found lodgment 

Mr. Hopkins, as the representative of a 
certain faction in Cook County, would be 
more objectionable than any other candidate 
for the Senate—save one. His success 
would be more injurious to the party than 
that of any man who has been named—with 
one exception. 

Therefore, when President Roosevelt 
clears the decks for action he should not 
discriminate between the enemy within and 
the enemy without his gates. If possible 
he should choose for the places which have 
been mentioned men who are acceptable to 
all elements of the party and personally ob- 
jectionable to none. If he can get for those 
places business-men of good repute who will 
let polities entirely alone he will be acting 
in accord with his long and consistent record 
as a friend of civil service reform. Such a 
course on his part will be appreciated by 
this community more highly than anything 
else he can do with reference to federal ap- 
pointments. Let the President steer clear 
of all factions and choose men for these im- 
portant offices who are business-men first, 
Republicans second, and politicians last of 
all. A plague on all their houses!

Professor John B, Olark of Columbia Uni- 
versity has just published a little book upon 
“The Contro] of Trusts ” that deserves at- 
tentive consideration because of its author's 
eminence as an economist and the impor- 
tance of its subject. Unlike Professors. Eiy 
and Jenks, who have preceded him in this 
field, Professor Clark deais primarily with 
the practical aspect of the question. His 
theme is what policy may best be adopted 
by the etate toward trusta. 

In seeking an answer to this momentous 
question Professor Clark begins by making 
a highly important distinction between cen- 
tralization of industry and monopoly. The 
first may be of great advantage to the com- 
munity because experience hag shown thut 
large establishments can, as a rule, produve 
more cheaply than small establishments. 
But the second is an unmixed evil not to 
be endured. Monopoly means the power in 
private bande to tax the public for private 
gein—a thing repugnant to our ideas of 
social justice. The end of action toward 
the trusts should, therefore, be to preserve 
the benefite of centralization and at the 
same time to crush the evils of monopoly. 

Now, ho corporation—no matter how high 
a degree of centralization of industry it 
may represent—can ever charge monopoly 
prices so long as competition remains unfet- 
tered. If there are other producing con- 
cerns actually in the field, or if the managers 
of the trust know that new mills will be 
built in case they raise prices to a high poiut, 
the public need not feat’extortion. The 
problem is, therefore, how to maintain free 
competition for all producers. If this can 
be done we can attain our object—to secure 
the good of centralization and avoid the evil 
of monopoly. 

Of course, in theory such free competition 
actually exists at present, but in practice 
the trusts have invented devices that make 
the conditions of competition exceedingy 
unfair. Of these devices the most im- 
portant are (1) discriminating railway 
charges ‘and secret rebates, (2). factors’ 
agreements by which the trust gives specia! 
rates to merchants who undertake to buy 
nothing from other manufacturers, (3) local 
cutting of prices, whereby the trust sells its 
goods below cost in the territory supplied 
by an independent producer until] be has 
been driven from the field, while maintain- 
ing remunerative rates elsewhere, and (4) 
cutting the price of some one variety of 
goods made by a rival while selling other 
varieties at high prices. 

Thus the problem is narrowed down to this 
practical question—how can we prevent 
practices of this nature? That this is dif- 
ficult to accomplish Professor Clark does 
not deny, but he is not inclined to despair 
of suecess. Discriminating railway charges, 
he thinks, can never be efféctualiy stoppel 
until poole are permitted, for railways in a 
pool have small temptation to lure the busi- 
ness of large shippers from each other by 
granting secret rebates. But if pooling were 
permitted it would beeome necessary to 
establish careful government supervision of 
rates to prevent the railways from charg- 
ing every one too much—a hard thing to 
do, but not so hard as to secure uniformity 
of rates for the big and little shipper under 
the present system. 

The three remaining methods of unfair 
competition are yet more perplexing to deal 
with. Professor Clark finds the most hope- 
ful line of attack in a stringent enforce- 
ment of the rule of common law which for- 
bids monopoly. He suggests that making 
factors’ agreements, local cutting of prices, 
and breaking a scale of prices in the case 
of one variety of goods in order to crush a 
competitor be declared by statute law suf- 
ficient evidence of the existence of monopoly. 
Then he would prosecute al) concerns proyed 
guilty of such practices under the common 
law and exact severe penalties upon con- 
viction. This, he thinks, would be feasible 
and effective. 

The simple and practical nature of these 
suggestions, coming at a time when most 
people have only the vaguest ideas of how 
the state can approach the problem, ought to 
secure for Professor Clark’s book a wide 
reading. Whether his suggestions would ac- 
complish what he expects cannot be known 
without a trial, but at least they furnish « 
definite basis for a discussion that promises 
to be unfruitful because it is so much in the 
air. The question is one of such import 
that no promising hints can be neglected 
with safety, tor, as Professor Clark says, 
“it is the country which shall early yet 
the benefits and avoid the dangers that 
trusts bring with them which wil attain a 
place of leadership.” 


AMERICAN AND EUROPEAN MUSIC. 

In the matter of the American invasion 
of Burope and the alarm it has occasioned 
it is of interest to note that one of the leading 
Berlin musical critics recently delivered a 
lecture in that city in which he said that 
within twenty years the United States 
woukd be teaching music to Europe. He 
was of opinion that America is on “ the 
threshold of a great musical career” and 
that native composition, while only “ emerg- 
ing from its infancy, still affords rich prom- 
ise.” He also is of opinion that German, 
Italian, and French influence is waning, 
that the time is near when Americans will 
not have to leave home to get a masical 
education, and that “ Sousa’s stirring works 
will live.” 

It is fortunate the German critic made 
the last remarkable prediction. Otherwise 
his forecast of American music might be 
taken seriously. It would be quite encour- 
aging and complimentary if it were only true, 
but, unfortunately, there is nothing from 
the point of view on this side of the water 
to justify it, There is not the slightest dan- 
ger that American composers or Amer- 
ican music will dominate European music. 
Music is a universal language, and the great 
masters of it have been of no school. They 
will always be the standards. That there 
is a decline in musical performance and pro- 
duction in Germany is clear enough, and 
the same decline is noticeable in other coun- 
tries. Germany of late yéars has given it- 
self more and more to commercialism, and

The same is true to a limited extent in this 
country, and the decline of music will grow 
more and more conspicuous ag the present 
commercial spirit increases. We have at

ous. We send two or three singers to Eu- 
rope and Europe sends them by the dozen 
to us. We send pupils by hundreds, if not: 
thousands, to Burope, but Burope does not 
send any to us. If we have composers uf 
such great promise as the Berlin critic af- 
firms, why are not their compositions played 
in Berlin? Is it because of German preja- 
dice? 

If we are to make a musical invasion 
of Burope it should be with musical in- 
struments manufactured in this conntry. | 
Even on these lines we are falling behinil. 


States to Germany in this year, likewise 
of organs, harmoniums, accordiops, and 
zithers, feil off largely as compared with 
those of 1000. France is either making 
cheaper pianos or else has smarter traders 
than we, and Canada is driving us out of 
the organ business so far as Europe is con- 
cerned. The exporting of American music 
and American composers to Europe is a 
rather dreamy affair, but the exportation 
of musical manufactures is something 
practical. It is questionable whether we 
have the best composers and best music, 
but it is not questionable that we are making 
the best pianos and organs. Why should 
France and Canada outsell us? 


THE NEW PROJECTILE. 

Secretary Long in his annual report, just 
issued, says: “In order to gain greater 
energy guns have been increased in weight 
and dimensions until it ie believed that they 
have now reached a point beyond which it 
is inexpedient to go. Any further increase 
in their efficiency must be looked for in the 
use of heavier projectiles and in the develop- 
ment of powders possessing higher ballistic 
properties than those now in use.” 

It would almost seem that Secretary Long 
was aware of what was to be the perform: 
anee of the twelve-inch rifle gun with its 
shell loaded with only twenty pounds of the 
“Army D” high explosive at Sandy Hook 
on Friday. If the statements are correct 
the gun and projectile exactly fit the situa- 
tion as indicated by the Secretary. The gun 
itself is not so heavy as some in the service, 
the projectile is not heavier, but the explo- 
sive possesses “higher ballistic properties 
than those now in use.” No other projectile 
has displayed such powers of penetration 
and subsequent destruction, though it was 
charged with only twenty pounds of the new 
powder. The experts assume that a still 
larger charge cap be used successfully, in 
which case the destruction would be cor- 
respondingly greater. 

It has been shown that a projectile can be 
driven through a hardened steel plate eleven 
and one-half inches thick, making a hole 
thirteen inches in diameter, and then ex- 
plode in a steel cofferdam behind the target, 
literally tearing it to pieces. If with an in- 
creased charge a projectile be driven through 
seventeen-inch plate, which is the maximuin 
thickness of battleship armor, the prevailing 
system of naval construction will have re- 
ceived a serious blow. If the results of this 
test are correctly reported, and if such a 
gun as the one tried at Sandy Hook can be 
relied upon, no battleship yet constructed 
could withstand one of these projectiles 
piercing its armor and exploding in its in- 
terior. 

The necessities of the situation as set forth 
by Secretary Long seem to be met by the 
new explosive. It apparently solves the 
problem of weight and dimensions, for bat- 
tleships will find no difficulty in carrying 
twelve-inch guns. It will make them float- 
ing terrors when the explosion of twenty 
pounds of powder may sink an enemy’s ves- 
sel, unlése the resisting powers of the armor 
ean be increased materially. To the thick- 
ness of the armor there is a necessary limit. 
There is a point which cannot be exceeded 
or the vessel will not float. 


THE “COLLOQUIAL” NEW TESTAMENT. 
The London Evening News is absurd in 
assuming that because the “ Twentijech 
Century New Testament” was published 
in Chicago it is, therefore, to be regarded 
as an indication of the attitude of Chicago 
toward what the Evening News justly cails 
“the masterpiece of English literature.” 
The book it criticises ile the work of Eng- 
tishmen. With ail their devotion to pork- 
packing Ohicagoans can still see some dif- 
ference between “ Let the women learn in 
silence with all subjection’ and “ Women 
should listen to their teachers and always 
show them deference.” In Ohicago, as in 
London, it will be a matter for tears and 
laughter that there should be persons boki 
enough to fancy they can improve on the 
most noble piece of. writing in the English 
language. 

It is as ridiculous to translate the King 
James version into “ colloquial” English as 
it would be to play the same trick with Ham- 
let or with Milton’s Areopagitica. The 
“authorized” Bible as it now stands is a 
piece of unexcelled literary workmanship. 
Leaving out of consideration altogether its 
religious import it has the charm of a mag. 
nificence style, which ‘should not be tam- 
pered with. 

This “ colloquial version recalls Macau- 
lay’s remark on a similar occasion, when 
he said that the word.“ translation” was 
not applicable unless it was used in the 
sense in which it occurs in Midsummer 
Night’s Dream, when Bottom’s companions 
discover him with the ass’ head on his shou)- 
ders and say. “ Bless us, Bottom, thou art 
translated!” Somewhat such a translation 
is this “Twentieth Century New Testa- 
ment.” 


ATHLETICS, ANCIENT AND MODERN. 

The plans now under way for the Olym- 
pian games of 1904 make it seem probable 
that in the matter of variety of interest 
modern athletics will hate a great advantage 
over their predecessors among the ancients. 
The few simple feats of skill and endur- 
ance which were applauded by the spec- 
tators in the stadium at Olympia will oc- 
cupy only a smal] part of the attention of 
the present management. 

Racing, wrestling, and boxing are likely 
to be given a proper degree of prominence, 
but many other things will be included in 
the liet of events. Among these will be 
included contests between fire companies 
from all the principal cities of the world, 
contests between the police departments of 
those same cities, contests between the sail- 
boats of all nations, contests in swimming 
and diving, matches in modern games, in- 
cluding water polo, and many other means 
of bringing atiiletic prowess into action. The 
result will be a dazzling kaleidoscopic dis- 
play of the physicai strength and dexterity 
of the present age. 

All this shows that men have made some 
progress or at least some additions to their 
powers and their ideas since the days of 
the glory that was Greece. With all the 
aplendor of their immortal rivalry it is not 
recorded that Athens and Sparta ever 
brought off a contest between their respec- 
tive fire departments or that the Athenian 
police force ever challenged the coppers 
of Sparta to a tournament. Ancient life 
had its graces and beauties, no doubt, but 
it was comparatively baid and undiversified.

Dumont recently flew around the Biffel-tower he achieved a snoecess which 
may lead us to hope for something yet better. But to improve on this we 
must have more powerful machinery, and this, if carried much farther, will 
require greater weight and a larger balloon to keep it afloat. So as we gain 
in one direction we lose in another. It is hopeless to look for a balloon that 
can be propelled with the speed of a railroad train. If man would fly with 
the speed of a bird he must supply himself with wings of some sort. 

What he can do with wings is limited by inexorable and. well-established 
physical laws, By a profound investigation of the laws of aerial flight 
Langley was enabled to construct a machine which rose into the ait and 
flew half a mile over the Potomac River. But he did not allow any one to 
ride on the machine, so the latter had to be left to take a direction which 
soon after the start became its own. 

The physical laws to which I have referred show that there is nothing 


Seat a man on a horizontal flat surface, like a stiff sail or a thin, rigid plane, 
and start him flying forward with a speed of a few hundred feet per 
second, and his fall will be slow indeed. 

Upon ‘this principle is based the idea of flight. But a diffeulty arises at 
the outset if the journey is to be a long one. However slow the fall, the 
man must of necessity come to the ground sooner or later. To evade this 
result the acroplane, as it is called, must be inclined to the horizon and 
propelled forward in a direction the opposite of ite inclination; that is to say, 
the higher edge must be the forward one. It was for thie reason that 
Langley attached a propeller to -his aeroplane, with the result I have 
mentioned. | 

Langley also claims, and I think he is right, that if we leave out of con- 
sideration the friction of the surface against the air and consider only the 
pressure upon it, then the faster he acroplane files the less the power re- 
quired to keep it supported. If, however, it ie to carry anything with it— 
and it must carry ite driving engine and its load—then the power required 
to overcome the resistance of the air will increase as the cube of the speed,

upon the community; that it has been invaded by the spirit of worldliness, 
commercialism, and materialism, demoralizing the religious life of young 
Men and rendering them unwilling to take up the trials of ministerial life. 
It has even been questioned whether the church could survive Christian 
civilization. Bat why this commercialism, characteristic of the past halt 
century, should have made itself felt in the theological seminaries only dur- 
ing the last five or six years is hard tosee. 

It is further alleged that heresy trials, agitatione for the revision or 
abolition of creeds, discussions regarding the origin and literary forw of 
the books of the Bible (commonly known under the head of the higher 
criticism) have had the effect of repelling men from the ministry of at least 
some Christian churches. On the contrary, however, it would be natural 
for young and vigorous men, as in the past, to be attracted by trials and 

as affording a field for accomplishment. '

Aside from their fumbling the most marked 
weakness of the Wolverines was Short’s in- 
ability to kick goals. He missed two directly 
in front of the posts. 

The air was freezing cold and full of snow- 
flakes during the early part of the game. 
It was perfect weather from the players’ 
etandpoint, save for the slight dampness and 
consequent slippery condition of the pigskin. 
For the spectators, however, it was hugely 
uncomfortable and many left before the end, 
satisfied of Chicago's inability to score.

NASSAU'S RALLY AT FINISH. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 16.—Yale defeat- 
ed Princeton in the annual football contest 
at Yale Field this afternoon by a score of . 
12 to 0. The score, according to the experts 
who witnessed the game, represents accu+ 
rately the superiority of the’ Sons of Ell 
over the Tigers of old Nassau. 

Aside from the general excellence of the 
Yale team, the feature of the play was to be 
found in the entire absence of unfair tactics. 
Probably no game has ever been played on 
the Yale field where there was less of rough- 
ing, slugging, and offside play. During the 
game, lasting nearly two hours, including the 
intermission and the time taken out by deé- 
lays resulting from injuries, but two penal- 
ties were imposed, the rival teams being 
equally guilty. In the first half Princeton 
was the offender, and Yale was awarded ten 
yards of distance. In the second half Yale's 
anxiety cost the same distance, and honors 
were even. 

On two occasions players were warned by 
the umpire for tactics unnecessarily rough, : 
but on these occasions, as in the instances 
of offside play, the dishonors were even, and 
Princeton and Yale were alike guilty once 
each. 


Win by Old-Fashioned Football. 


There was nothing of the spectacular in 
the contest. The game was won by Yale 
as a result of the simplest kind of old-fash- 
foned football, rendered effective by entire 
consistency in team play,’ and a physical 
condition which enabled the sons of Eli to 
* last ’ through a gruelling contest. Prince- 
ton, on the other hand, displayed a tenden- 
cy to go to pieces at times, and through- 
out the game its men required frequent nurs- © 


Yale played throughout the seventy min- 
utes of actual time with a single change, 
when Captain Kunzig of the varsity boat 
crew took the place of Goss at left tackle. 
Princeton found it necessary to call upon sey- 
en substitutes, and the introduction of this 
half dozen of fresh men enabled it to make 
a superb finish of a contest which had been 
altogether uphill. 

Yale’s goal line was never endangered. 
Indeed, the Princeton players never reached 
a point nearer Yale’s goal than the 30-yard 
line. Yale scored two touchdowns, one in 
each half, and each of these scores were con- 
verted cleverly into a goal by Olcott. ee 


Tackles Back Play in Evidence, 


Yale’s touchdowns came as a result of a 
superbly developed system of line. plunging 
in which the famous tackles back formation 
in all its variations netted the greatest gains. 
Yate’s backs, assisted by as sprightly a set 
of forwards as could be asked for, found 
holes in the Princeton line which enabled 
them to make consistent gains when once 
they found their pace, and touchdowns were 
inevitable with the magnificent team work 
displayed by Yale when the occasion de- 
manded it. 

Yale’s first touchdown was made after 
about fifteen minutes of play. A fumble by 
Princeton at the center of the field gave 
Yale its chance, and, seizing the ball om 
Princeton’s twenty-yard line, the Yale men 
in ten plays forced the ball over for the firat 
score. The rest of the first half witnessed 
many exchanges of kicks, and in this depart~ 
ment of the game little Desaulles, the Yale 
quarter back, surprised his admirers by hold- 
ing his own fairly well with De Witt. 

Yale required about twenty minutes of play 
in the second half to score the second and last 
touchdown of the game. This score, like its 
predecessor, came as a result of straigh 
football, made possible by great strength at 
superior team play. 


De Saulles a Surprise at Punts.. . 
Honors were evenly divided as to kicking, 
De Sauilles holding his own surprisingly well 
with De Witt. In the handling of kicks 
Princeton excelled perhaps a trifle. In the 
matter of scrimmages, however, Yale's play 
was impressively cleaner, Princeton time and 
again losing the ball on deplorable fumbles. 
Throughout the game the play was largely 
in Princeton’s territory. From the kickoff 
at the start of the game Yale did not let up 
until the first touchdown had been made, 
Then it resorted to the kicking game, and 
the scrimmages were confined to the middle 
of the field.

EXPERIENCE INGERMANY.

“ American race horses are so successful 
on Austrian and German tracks that some 
of the native owners profess to believe them 
bewitched,” said Fred Foster, the American 
trainer who has just returned from Berlin 
and is at the Palmer House. 
“I went over there for my health, but when 
I saw how far the German trainers were 
behind the times I took advantage of the 
opportunities. Why, after I had won the 
first race in which started one of my horses 
they printed cartoons of me shaking hands 
With tle devil.

cago organised @ union yesterday afternoon 
at 187 Washington street, Only fifty of the 
several thousand industrial men in the city 
attended, the companies which oppose the 
organization having called meetings at their 
offices at thé same hour to keep their men 


away. 

President Bowman of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor promised the members of the 
new union that if any of them had the antici- 
pated trouble with their companies over their 
action he would throw the entire member- 
ship of the federation against the companies 
Ull the members were taken back. As in- 
dustrial Insurance is written entirely among 
the workingmen on the weekly payment plan 
this would be effectiva.

.nuch as the clothing took the form of gifts 
f cloth of a particular hue at stipulated 
Imes of the year, when the material was 
livréd,” or delivered,’ to the retainers, it 
tradualiy came to be described in French as 
‘livrée and in Engiish as “livery.” 

But eventually the use of the livery gave 
age to a danger. For the great barons and 
nded magnates, not content to confine 
thelr livery to their immediate retainers and 
oGrsonal adherents, extended its use to whole 
armies of mercenaries whom they enlisted

(Il. of England accordingly caused a law to 
be enacted by the terms of which no one,

als sovereign for breaking the laws. 


According to the eniting laws of heraldry, 
the colors which the servants of a gentle- 
man should vear should be governed by the 
tinctures of his coat of arms. The chief 
eolers In both should be the same, and the 
facing should follow the principal “ charge.”’ 

“Thus, supposing the ground or field of the 
coat of arms were blue, with a golden cross 
on it, the livery would be blue, faced with 
yellow. Different shades of drab represent 
the heraidic gold or silver. Thus, where the 


| fleld of the cuat of arms is of silver the livery 


would be of hght drab. Inasmuch as scarlet 
is recognized as the royal livery at nearly 
very court in Europe, a much darker shade, 
such as maroon, is made to do duty for the 
heraldic gules on the shield. | 
The hammer cloths of the state carriages 
and the decorations of the horses are gov- 
erned by the same laws, and it implies an 
ignorance of the requirements of etiquette 
to have one’s coachman and footman garbed 
in dark green or dark blue coats and the 
horses gecorated with yellow and black 
rosettes and frontals. 


The British royal family has three dis- 
tinct liveries for its footmen and coachmen. 
The state liveries are of red, plentifully 
adorned *«'P heavy galoons of go:d lace, 
blue waistcoat and breeches, powdered wig, 
and three-cornered hat, the coat being of an 
@e-fashioned cut, The semi-state Hyery

The royal 
pages, who must not be confounded with the 
pages of honor—the former being servants 
and the latter youths of gentle bloed—wear 
In Italy, like in 
England, the court livery is of red and gold; 
at Berlin of black and silver; at Brussels the 
royal livery consists of blue coats, with red 
breeches, while the liveries of the court at. 
Madrid are likewise of blue, heavily gal-

have always consisted of royal blue coats 
and of red velvet knee breeches, King Loufs 
Philippe béing the only member of his house 
who ever made use of searlet liveries. Emr 
peror Napoleon had liveries consisting of 
green coats and scarlet breeches, and it is 
a somewhat peculiar circumstance that sev- 
eral of the French Ambassadors abroad, 
notably the Count de Montebello, whois Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg, and M. Cambon, 
who is ambassador to the Court of St. James, 
should make use of the Napoleonic liveries 


for their domestics. 


The liveries of President Loubet are dark 
blue, and much more simple than those of 
which Marshal MacMahon made use when 
Chief Magistrate of the French Republic. 
Forthe Marshal's servants on state occasions 
wore liveries of white, with every seam gal- 
looned with gold lace, on to which his armor- 


ial bearings were woven.

badges differ from the crests, with whic 


they are too often confounded. For, where- 


as a crest is always found resting on 


wreath or chapeau, or springing from a 
coronet, a badge has no support of this 
kind, but is complete in itself. Thus the 
three ostrich feathers constitute the badge, 


but not the crest, of the Prince of Wales. 


With regard to the cockade which forms 
part and parcel of modern liveries, it is the 
up-to-date form of the bunch of ribbons 
with which soldiers in by-gone centuries 
were wont to “cock” their hats—that is to 
say, to hold the brim in position, The three- 
cornered hats were in the course of time 
abandoned by the soldiers, but retained for 
domestic liveries, and still form part of the 
state liveries. When the high silk hat took 
the place of the tri-cornered chapeau for 
ordinary livery wear the cockade was trans 
ferred from the brim of the one to the edge 


of the crown of the other, the cockade usua 


ly consisting of a species of rosette of rib- 
bon. In the monarchica! countriesof Europe 
it is only the liverted servants of rulers, of 
naval and military officers, and of those 
high in the service of the crown who are per- 


mitted to use them.

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Columbus statues are especially numerous 
in Chicago. The most conspicuous one at 
the present time is that standing above the 
Drake fountain between the City and Coun 
ty Buildings. In a measure it has escaped 
criticism. 
Another rendition of Columbus in bronze is. 
placed in front of the Fire department sta~ 
tion in Englewood. As commemorating the 
fearful disaster of the fire in the cold storage 
warehouse in the World’s Fair grounds, it. 
has meaning only to the Englewood com- 
pany, which suffered so severely in that 
funeral pyre. 
Still another figure of Columbus belonging 
to the World’s Fair renaissance, has place 
on the facade of the Columbus Memorial 
Building at 103 State street.

Just what a composite photograph of all 
these editions of Columbus would show fea 
topic for speculation.

Boy-like, he for- 
got himself for a moment and the car crashed 
into the roof, smashing the showcases intoa 
heap.

_ @eserted him: he lowered the elevator with- 
 ‘@ut a word, opened the door, and “cut” for 
it, never going back for the wages that were 
due him. 

Following this mishap,. the boy went: to 
work in a planing mill and for several years 
he moved from place to place, once in a candy 
store, then in a bicycle shop,:then in a wood- 
working plant as a machinetender. Finally, 
. at 17 years old, he determined to be a street 
ear conductor. He was tall for his age and he 
had a mustache that could be seen across a 
street on a clear day. So he went into the 
‘superintendent’s office one morning, aged 17 
years and 2 days, asserted that he was 21 
years old, bluffed the questionings, and took 
a horse car out on the Larrabee street line 


- with all the confidence of a veteran. 


They were busy days for a conductor. The 
' old friction between teamsters and street 
car men was at its sharpest. The police had 
not done as much at pacification as has been 
accomplished since that time. It was most. 
‘eommon for a teamster to stand in the car 
track and invite the conductor to get down 
to the street level. And Schuettler always 
went. 
-.- One of his famous encounters was at Clark 
and Lake streets, and out of the mixup the 


driver went to the hospital. Schuettler was ) 


arrested, and when the case came to court 
each of the men was fined $15. 


It was on June 13, 1883, that he first put on 
the star and blue of the Chicago Police de- 
partment. It was at the oh East Chicago 
Avenue Station, and for six months he pa- 


trolled a beat in “ Little Hell,” finding there 


that the rough-and-tumble experiences of 
his boyhood had become part of his working 
capital. At this time, more than 21 years

“During ty stay in the Uganda Protec- 
torate the place of theaters was filled. it 
amused us, amongst other things, to name 
the baboons and monkeys with distinctive 
appellations, which they soon came to recog- 
nize as quickly as a dog does. The male 
members were usually given Mohammedan 
names, partly by the Mohammedan coast 
porters, and partly in humorous raillery by 
the Europeans. 
male simians were called by English names 
of a more or less incongruous kind, largely 
taken from the heroines of the works-of fics 
tion circulating around .the camp. Among 
the baboons was Eleanor Maltravers, from 
the Semliki Valley on the Congo Free State 
boundary.

“ Baboons possess a half-human intelli- 
gence, and though sometimes inconvenient in 
theif atidacious mischief, they are most inter- 
esting pets to keep and study, and it is only 
thus having them to live with one for years 
that one realizes how much their average un- 
trained intellect is above that of the ordinary 
beast, and how distinct an approach the 
baboon makes toward man. 

“A strange looking monkey comes from 
the district of Unyoro and is found elsewhere 
in the Egyptian Soudan. This is the Patas 
monkey, a creature which has taken to living 
aimost entirely upon the ground, and has 
developed long legs like a greyhound. Its 
head is a bright chestnut on the top, and the 
rest of the body is a mixture of foxy-yellow 
buff, and white. In the Uganda forests there 
are large cercopithecus monkeys of b.ackish- 
green, and, above all, there is a charmingiy 


Samed creature, the white-nosed monkey. 


“ The elephant is found all over Uganda, ex. 
cept, perhaps, close to thick!y populated dis. 
tricts. I was anxious to make experiments 
in the direction of preserving and domesticat- 
ing this remarkable beast. 

“ To attain this end I called the chiefs of the 
kingdom of Uganda into council, and asked 
them Whether their people cou!d attempt to 
ensnare, or catch in some way. young ele- 
phants s#hfficiently sma!! to be easi!y con- 
trolled. ttle or nothing of the kind had 


ever been ‘attempted before in this part of 


“This little creature was at the time only 
four feet high. in two days it had become 
perfectly tame, and would follow a human 
being as readily as its own mother. It was 
easy enough to feed it with milk, because 
ai] that was required was a bottle with a 
long neck. This bottle was filled with cow's 
milk, diluted with water, and poured down 
the elephant's throat. Soon all that’ one 
had to do was to place the neck of the bot- 
tle in the elephant’s mouth and the intelll- 
gent creature wound its trunk round the 
néck of the bottle, tilted it up, and absorbed 
the contents. 

* At the same time we had incaptivity a 
young zebra, which was also to be the 
pioneer of a domesticated striped horse. 


‘These two orphans, the elephant and the 


zebra, became greatly attached to each 
other, though, perhaps, there was more en- 
thusiastic affection on the part of the ele- 
phant, the zebra at times getting a little 
bored with constant eembraces.

They 
are not only long, but slender, and some- 
times the extremity ts a little thicker than 
the diameter of the horn lower down. It 
is difficult to see what use this attenuated 
horn can be. 

Five-Horned Giraffes Numerous. 


‘The giraffe is found at the present day 
in the eastern province of the Uganda pro- 
tectorate, in the northern part of the central 
province, and in the districts east of the Nile. 
In the northeastern part of the protectorate, 
about Lake Baringo and Mount Elgon, the 
male giraffes possess five horn bumps or 
ancient horn cores. In the month of May 
last 1 was returning from a journey round 
Mount Elgon, and for the first time in the 
Uganda protectorate, found myself among 
large herds of giraffe. I was surprised to 
notice that each of the males had five horn 
bumps, the females being restricted to three.

Finds Ancestor of Domestic Cat. 


“The ostrich found within the Uganda 
Protectorate appears to be the Northern 
form. The iilustration here given is taken 
from Hfe. It represents a fine young male 
ostrich from Karamojo, a country in the 
northeast of the Uganda protectorate. An 
attempt is about to bé made in the eastern 
part of the Uganda protectorate to start 
cstrich farms. 

“A few words regarding some of the 
brceds of domestic animals in the country 
may be of interest. Almost all the races in 
the protectorate, except the dwarfs and the 
ape-like people in the Semliki forests, possess 
the dog as a domestic animal. It is of the 
Indian pariah type for the most part, though 
I have seen some black -and white breeds 
like the dogs depicted on the Egyptian mon- 
uments. The cat is little known in her do- 
mestic capacity, except where introduced by 
Europeans or Arabs, but the commonest 
species of wild cat in the Uganda protecto- 
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amount of loving care on these animale 
which is as remarkable in its way as the 
great affection the cattle themselves feel for 
their masters. Every day, after returning 
from pasture in the evening, the cows. bulls, 
and calves are placed alongside fires of weeds 
and sticks, the smoke of wiich is supposed 
to assist the animals in ridding thefselves of 
their insect pests. Each cow, bull, or calf 
carefully examined by the herdsman, who 
removes the ticks and other bloodsuckers 
which would otherwise make their lives tn- 
tolerable. The result of this humanizing 
treatment is a degree of gentleness and tarhe- 
ness rare in African cattle, which are usually 
half wild creatures that a European finds it 
dangerous to approach. 


Trained Bulls as Pets.

This single rail idea had its first practical 
development in the last place in the world 
where one wou:d expect to hear of it—in 
the Sahara desert. in the hinterland of 
French Aigeria M. Lartigue, a French en- 
gineer, had occasion to construct a short 
railroad. Desiring to elevate the track above 
the possibility of being covered by sand he 
put up a single rail, from which cars are sus- 
pended. When he began to run trains he 
was surprised to find the possibility of great 
speed, with slight expenditure of power. 

Germany has followed this lead with a 
line eight miles long, which the Kaiser has 
watched with the greatest interest. The 
German line ts full of sharp curves and steep 
grades, despite its short length, yet it soon 
proved capable of fifty miles an hour with 
slight force, and within the last few days 
has reached eighty-five miles an hour with 
equa! comfort. This line is an aerial mono- 
rail, suspended over a canal. Each car is 
equipped with a thirty-six horse-power elec-

Visitors to the Brusse!s exposition of 1887 
will remember the Behr monorail electric 
road which was exhibited there. The work- 
ing model was three miles long and the dis- 
tance was made in two minutes as easily 
and comfortably aS an ordinary passenger 
train makes half the speed.

Intelligent Faces Most Expressive. 


One of the conclusions drawn is that clever 


people have face muscles better developed 
than ordinary folk. They use their faces 
more, and with a superior degree of intelli- 
gence, so that the individual muscles are 
better developed antl more highly specialized 
in their employment. Their face muscles are 
notably more elastic than those of stupid 
ns. 

The face is a medium of intellectual ex- 
pression. Its muscles are as susceptible of 
training as the muscles of the arms and legs. 
Stupid people have as a rule an impassive 
sort of countenance, which does not easily 
alter or light up with the passing of ideas 
through the brain. On the other hand, the 
intelligent man has a vivid play of features; 
his mouth is mobile, his eye lights with 
amusement, and in other ways his thoughts 
are shown even before he speaks. 

The training of the face, however, may be 
accomplished to a gfeat extent by study. 
This is an important part of the business of 
the actor, who is called upon to express a 
variety of emotions by the uss of hi’ face 
muscles. It is the same way with the orator, 
who himself is a species of actor. Demos- 
thenes said that the secret of oratory was 
Stage play, and no man ever was better ac- 
quainted with the art.

ARIS, Nov. 8.—Embroidery ‘is 
@ prevaient feature of the sea- 
gon’s fashions. There are few 
costumes for whatever occa- 
@ton into the composition of 
which it does not enter in 
greater or less degree. And 

| te be correct the embroidery 
must Bb Gone by hand; machine embroider- 
jew are what the French call de mode, which 

{= to eay that they are hopelessly out of 

gtyle and beneath the notice of any well 
dressed women. Applique embrofdery fs still 
the rage, designs or motifs cut from cloth, 
from velvet, from lace, from chiffon, from 
cretonne, from any fabric whatever, in fact, 
and veined and ovtlinéd by hand with silk 
or gold thread or narrow braid. 

Never before since sewing machines were 
invented ‘has there been so great a demand 
for hand needlework of all kinds. Chinese 
embroideries are’ so fashionable as to be 
suggestive of loot. Charming blouses are 
made of embroidered china crépe, and small 
shawls of the same material are distinctly 
popular as a Hght wrap with the half-high 
corsages which are stich a vogue for indoor 
gowns. 

Irish point lace, which is more embroidery 
than lace, being wrought on fine lawns or 
linen, which is then cut away between the 
figures of the design and filled in with lace 
stitches, is much used for trimming furs, and 
point Russe stitches are a positive furore for 
decorating the flannel blouses which gre so 
much worn. However, this last was to be 
expected; the yisit of the Czar and Czarina 
sent everything Russian to a premium, and 
Russian lace and Russian furs are more in 
demand than ever before, 

Now is the time for clever needlewomen 
to turn their skill to account, since there 
{is no more fashionable trimming than hand 
embroidery in the details of collar, cuffs, 
revers, or bands, whether on blouse or bolero. 
Even on our millinery embroidery finds a 
place. The flat plateau of felt now so much 
used: for toques and hats is wrought with 
some striking design in heavy silk or tinsel, 
and needs only a feather or two to be quite 
the last cry. 

The favorite fabric for day gowns !s a 
woolen weave so rough and so long-haired 
that but for its exceeding softness and flex- 


‘ {bility it would be more like felt than cloth. 


Bands of tucked panne set under slashings 
in the stuff form one frequent and effective 
trimming, bands and strappings of velvet 
another. But zibeline, as this furry cloth 
is called, is not made up into eighteenth 
centuty coats. For these more dainty ma- 
terials afe demanded by fashion, velvets, 
brocades, &nd cloths of the most satiny sur- 
face, while embroidered satin or rich lace is 
employed for the waistcoat, which ts an 
indispensable adjunct to the garment. If 
for street wear, cloth of two colors is chosen, 
elaborately braided or embroidered. For 
example, royal blue with a lemon colored 
waistcoat, cuffs, collar, and pocket flaps. 
all embroidered in black and gold, is splen- 
did to a degree. Such a suit with its lace 


@ jabot and sleeve ruffes and its tri-corner 
‘ hat in blue and gold has an eminently old- 


world air. 

I have just seen a new gown, {nto the com- 
position of which no less than four different 
cloths entered. The gown itself was chest- 
nut-brown cloth while the deep, round col- 
lar was in two colors, salmon and black, with 
cuffs to match, and the elaborate braiding 
was jn wide white braid, which also formed 
the belt. 

Rough gray frieze was much tn evidence 
at the Grand Prix d’'Automme, in short 
tailor-made skirts and racing coats. With 
these went white felt hats, for the most 
part three-cornered, and trimmed with a 
stmple band of black velvet, a black cockade 
with a paste buckle in the center filling in 
one angle of the brim. I also noticed a 
charming costume of Diack astrakhan cloth 
or breitschwans, the skirt carried up above 
the waist line in corselet form to where it 
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RY. 
was met by a bolero of the game material. 
The slightest indication of a rose-colored 
taffeta sash, finished by a large bow at the 
back of the waist, and a large collar ané 
revers of gray chinchilia completed the 


gown, which was worn with a most becom- 
ing toque in black panne, with a rose-colored 


velvet crown, and gray seagull’s wings on | 


one side. 

In spite of the chilly and damp weather 
there were a few tollets which gave support 
to the rumor that thin gowns are to be more 
or less worn all winter. One well-known 
vaudeville actress was much remarked in 
red mousseline de soi, with deep collar and 
stole in white lace embroidere@ In red. A 
much admired costume was of ivory cloth 
with wide lace collar and stole was trimmed 
with sable tails, the shert bolero opening 
over an elaborately embrofdered corsage of 
lace and chfffon. 


Among the latest creations of the Rue de 
la Paix is a walking sult of gsibeline in the 
palest paste? iue, the long hair of the zibe- 
line weft lending a sort of sheen to the sur- 
face. The skirt is a comfortable walking 
length, made with a shaped flounce, which 
starts three inches below the knees, and is 
set on under a narrow strapping of the cloth, 
a strapping repeated up each side of -the 
front breadth, and again up the centerof the 
back. The bolero just escapes the waist 
line, and fits with the slight looseness which 
is the latest triumph of dressmaking. The 
shoulders are aggressively square, and the 
sleeves are set {in with a series of short darts, 
while the fronts are cut away to show a 
little vest, which curves away to nothing 
just below the bend of the figure. This vest 
is of silky white cloth almost covered with 
appliques of white silk and embroideries of 
black and gold. The bottoms of the sleeves 
are belled over puffs of fine white lawn set 
into narrow bands of white embroidery. The 
hat meant to accompany this gown ts a black 
beaver, perfectly flat, and cut short at the 
back, while two green paroquets with out- 
spread wings are perched upon the crown, 
an effective combination, but one which only 
an autocrat of the Rue dela Paix would have 
dared allow to surmount a pale blue costume. 


For 5 o’clock teas and for Indoors genere 
ally China crépe is much worn, plain or em- 
broidered. Coarse guipure tn a shade of bis- 
cult is greatly used for flounces and over- 
corsage on such gowns. The sleeves are fre- 
quently plaited to the wrist, where a deep cuff 
turns back over the undersieeve of soft 
mull tn silk or India cotton, which in turn is 
gathered into an embroidered wristband, 
Sashes of pompadour material, especially 
taffetas, are much worn on cloth gowns. 

New materials are constantly coming In. 
Genoa velvet, cisele velvet, spotted pannes, 
cut velvet, and satin with raised designs in 
velvet are all on sale at the principal shops. 
There are also a great number of tartan vel- 
vets, which are used for collars, cuffs, and 
revers, panels and bands on plain cloth 
gowns. There is a great fancy for plaide this 
season, and French dresemakers use them 
most effectively. For instance, I have just 
feeen a gown which was especially striking. 
The ground of the plaid was a dark gray, with 
a large pattern marked out upon {ft in lines 
of gold crossed by lines of green. The skirt 
was triple behind and made there entirely of 
the plaid; the front breadth was of sibeline 
in a lighter gray than the ground of the 
plaid, and a strip of gray-blue velvet, on 
which were set at Intervals tiny gold but- 
tons in groups of three, divided the panel 
front from the triple flounces of the back. 
The coat had:an Amazon basque at the back, 
and a short bolero front of the plain matertal, 
with revers faced with plaid opening over ¢ 
waistcoat of white cloth sparingly embroid- 
ered in gold, and buttoning straight down 
the front with little gold buttons set close 
together, a full jabet of fine lace finishing 
it at the threat. Usually the plaéé is used 
more sparingly. Thus on a second model the 
material was green zibeline, trimmed witb 
a deep cape collar and strappings of plaid, 
in which green was the prevailing hue.
